The peach originated in Persia and 


Northern India, and is of the earn* gen- 
ua w the almond. | The nectarine diners 
rom the peacb. only in being smooth 
while the peach is downy. It is a mere 
ariety, probably produced and assured- 
y preserved by cultivation. The free- 
lone peach of the French ;i« their peche, 
while the cling stone IB their porie. A 
eroarkable variety, of Chinese origin, 
las the fruit cnmpreiaed and flattened 
with almost evergreen leaves.

peach ii cultivated widely in Southern 
Snrope, in many part* of the East, in 
South America and Australia, though it 
its never, it i* believed attained the per- 
fection of the fruit in the United States. 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland and Ohio raise superb peaches, 
and have often orchards containing from 
20,000 to 25,000 trees.

Peach water, obtained by 
bruising the leaves of the tree, mixing 
the pulp with water, and distilling, is 
not only employed . for flavoring, but in 
medicine as a sedative and vermifuge.
